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NO DECISION HANDED

Washington —OT— The supreme 


court met briefly today and adjourn- 
ed without handing down its eagerly 
awaited decision on the validity of 
the eighteenth amendment. 


Oral argument was heard last 


week In the case presented by the 
decision of Federal Judge "William 
Clark of Kew Jersey holding the 
amendment invalid because improp- 
erly ratified. 


The court's ruling may be handed 


down- next Monday. 
If if is not 


forthcoming then, it will not be an- 
nounced until Feb. 24 or later, as 
the court will be in recess during the 
interim.

Repeal of Personal Property 


Tax on Automobiles Also 


Favored by Him 


Madison—C/P)—An increase In the 


gasoline tax 
to four cents and 


repeal of the personal property tax 
on automobiles 
was urged by As- 


semblyman Harold M. Groves in an 
address before delegates to the 1931 
Wisconsin Road School here today. 


A four cent tax and repeal of the 


property tax is asked in a bill now 
before the senate. It -was introduced 
by Sen. John 
E. Cashman, Den- 


mark. 


Assemblyman Groves, an econom- 


ics professor at the University of 
Wisconsin, said the property tax is 
assessed at a cost \\hich is out of 
proportion to the revenues derived 
from it. 
The speaker declared the 


state is spending enough money on 
highways and that 
any increase in 


motor taxes should 
be used to re- 


duce the tax burden now borne by 
general property. 


"We are still using these artificial 


stimulants for highway construction 
even though vhat localities 
now 


need is a narcotic," he said. "Many 
people will support 
an Increase in 


the gasoline tax only if they are giv- 
en assurance that the money will be 
spent to a large degree at least to 
lower property taxes jather than to 
expand the highway program. 


"It is true, that more than half 


the cars are owned 
by relatively 


poor people. 
It is also true that 


much of cur real estate is owned by 
poor people. The 
automobile has 


been a prime cause of the mounting 
costs of government. 
Why should 


the property public subsidize the au- 
tomobile public?" 


Discussing the cost of collecting 


the personal property tax on auto- 
mobiles, Mr. Grove said: 


"Milwaukee county misses about 


35 per cent of its cars and the aver- 
age for the state is 29 per cent. This 
system of elf-assessment in proper- 
ty tax administration 
always has 


produced the grossest inequities. In 
Milwaukee county, automobiles con- 
stitute three per cent of the tax roll 
and consume 25 per cent of the as- 
sessor's tune. The county 
spends 


something like $25,000 to collect its 
personal property tax; in contrast 
with this the gasoline tax for the en- 
tire state is collected for something 
like $10,000." 


Distr'bution of the highway tax is 


the greatest problem in highway ad- 
ministration, lie said. 
Eastern and 


southern Wisconsin contributes the 
greatest .part of the tax and want it 
expended on roads in that part of 
the state. 


"We have developed here in Wis- 


consin about as much 
of a. pork 


seeking attitude in dealing with our 
highway problem 
as the national 


congress exhibits in dealing with the 
tariff," the speaker said. "!NO county 
is prepared to assent 
to anything 


unless it is guaranteed that it Trill 
receive all or more than its present 
share of highway money. The expe- 
rience of every stat

shows that this is the wrong atti- 
tude on "which, to build a good high- 
way" system. jSTo highway bill at the

By a vote of 6 to 3 the University 


Board of Regents has decided that As- 
semblyman Groves of Madison shall 
receive two-thirds of his university sal- 
ary and perform two-thirds of his uni- 
versity duties during the legislative 
session. Regent Clausen opposing this 
action stated: "Any man on the univer- 
sity payroll who seeks political office 
should realize that his instructing job 
and politics cannot be mixed and that 
the university cannot continue to pay 
him if he is successful politically."

that its contact with the university will 
render the latter impure? Shall a man 
be penalized if he dare give his atten- 
tion at times to the public service?

NIAGARA FALLS 


Niagara Falls, by the natural erosion 


of water passing over them, are con- 
stantly undergoing change. Within 
the past few days a large break oc- 
curred on the crest of the American 
falls, many tons of rock giving way 
and piling up in the gorge below. 
These changes are taking place all the 
time, but are so gradual as to be hardly 
noticed in any one generation. By such 
a normal process of erosion was the 
Niagara Gorge created. 


Geologists estimate the falls have ex- 


isted from forty to one hundred thou- 
sand years. The process of erosion, if 
uninterrupted, would eventually, prob- 
ably many thousands of years hence, 
carry the falls back to within a few 
miles of the Tonawandas, where they 
would disappear, or become trans- 
formed into a series of rapids. 


But the probabilities are that man 


will interfere and delay the processes 
of nature by utilizing more and more 
the enormous power created by this 
fall of water. 
And the chances are 


that in delaying the natural processes 
of erosion by using the water, the scen- 
ic beauty of the falls will be destroyed 
many thousands of years before it 
would otherwise happen. 


As population increases and new 


sources of power are required, the .wa- 
ter now passing over the falls will be 
diverted into tunnels and sluiceways 
for driving the dynamos of industry. 
Then no more will be witnessed the 
wild rush of tumbling water as if eager 
to reach the mad leap of hundreds of 
feet to the gorge below. It is to be 
hoped that the combat between man 
and nature for the use of Niagara's wa- 
ters will be delayed for a long time, 
for nature has a way of taking care of 
its own beauty, and any attempt by 
man to change nature's process will 
only result in destruction and dese- 
cration of one of the scenic wonders 
of the world.

als were rushed before the legislat- 
ure last week, a period which saw

introduction o£ more measures 


than in any other second week of 
"Wisconsin's legislative history. 


Gov. 
LaFollette's highway 
bill, 


calling for a two-cent increase in 
the lax on gasoline and repeal of the 
personal property tax, was presented 
to the Senate by Sen. John Cash- 
man, Denmark, 
chairman 
of the 


committee on highways. Prof. Har- 
old Groves, Madison, introduced to 
the Assembly major bills in the gov- 
ernor's tax program. 


The highway bill includes a com- 


prehensi 
plan for the elimination 


of grade crossings, increase in the 
license fees for heavy automobiles 
and trucks, and state aid in liquidat- 
ing- county highway indebtedness. 


The tax bills provide changes in 


income taxation, taxation of divi- 
dends under the general income tax, 
taxation of interest under a special 
income tax and a utility tax. 


Resolutions conceived after publi- 


cation of the TVickersham report 
were introduced in both, houses. One, 
by Sen. Eernhard Gettelman, Mil- 
waukee, called upon Congress to re- 
peal or modify the 18th amendment. 
Assemblyman John W. Grobschmidt, 
author of the state dry law repeal- 
er -two years ago, introduced a reso- 
lution asking- Congress to call a con- 
vention to discuss repeal, while tha 
of Assemblyman John "W. Eber 
speaker an 1927, asks Congress to 
enact legislation for regulation of 
the sale of intoxicating- liquor.

Praise a child for whatever good 


ho does. If he is within the first 
quarter of his class accept his stand- 
ing and tell him he is doing well. If 
ho falls below, study h!s work, <3o 
what you can to strengthen his 
weakness, but praise him "for what 
he has done. 


Class standing is a relative mat- 


ter. Ivo child stands alone. Be sat- 
isfied with a little less than perfec- 
tion and you are likely to get closer 
to it.

past tho volume 
of bank clearings 


throughout tho country has been re- 
garded as one of the 
most active 


measurements of current business 
activity. Their value during the pe- 
rid of great speculation in securities 
and in commodities, however, T\-as 
diminished as clearings 
at centers 


where stock exchanges and markets 
for grain and cotton existed threw 
those of the rest of the country out 
of "balance. 


Now that normal conditions have 


been established in speculation, the 
bank figures are again looked to as 
an index of -what is actually taking 
place In business 
throughout the 


United States. 


The clearings last week showed a 


Hecrease for the country of slightly 
over" 20 per cent. 
Th© decline has 


been quite constant during January 
and is approximately the came as in 
December. 
It Is, 
however, only 


about half the amount 
of the No- 


vember loss. This does not mean a 
great deal, as January clearings nor- 
mally are the highest of the year. 


Average Is Down 


While the average for the United 


States was down 20.3 per cent this 
week, the decrease was much great- 
er than, this in different localities. 
For instance, it was over 40 per cent 
in Louisville, 37 per cent in Phila- 
delphia and about the same in Buf- 
falo, 30 per cent in Atlanta, 29| per 
cent In Detroit, over 26 per cent in 
Chicago and about 24§ per cent In 
Sa Francisco and in Richmond. In 
Pittsburgh it was only 12 per cent 
and in Cleveland slightly over 16 
per cent. Portland showed a loss of 
13i per cent, approximating that o£ 
Dallas, and Seattle a loss of 145 per 
cent. 
, 


The smallest decreases •were those 


of Omaha, amounting to less than 4 
per cent, Cincinnati about 
5% per 


cent, Minneapolis a little over 7 per 
cent and Kansas City 85 per cent. 


The decrease in Kew York 
city 


was 18J per cent against ihe total 
loss for The rest of the country of 
nearly 24 per cent. The loss here ob- 
viously reflects 
the slow state of 


general business, for transactions on 
the New York stock exchange have 
been running 
very 
much below 


those of a year 
ago 
and for the 


month to date 
are 27 per cent un- 


der those of the 
same 
period in 


January 1930. 


As an Indication 
of how far the 


bank clearings in !Xew York 
city 


control "the average change in week- 
ly clearings for the entire country, 
^e fact may be cited that' in the 
second week of January, 1929, when 
speculative markets were extremely 
active, bank clearings here were in 
excess of 810,000,000,000 or over 70 
per cent of the total for that week 
for the entire "united States.

Campbell, instructor of astronomy 
at Harvard university, today sup- 
ported the theory that the planets 
Mars and Venus have some forms of 
life. 


"We have no right to assume," 


Dr. Campbell said, "that we are the 
only people in the university. There 
are billions of suns just like ours 
and much larger than ours. Such 
suns may each have their different 
planets. We do not know, however. 
We can never make them out here. 
At their immense distances from 
us, they huddle up into their re- 
spective suns. 


"According to the theory of prob- 


abilities it is ridiculous to believe 
that our earth is the only peopled 
planet." 


With others 
at 
Harvard, 
Dr. 


Campbell is making a close study of 
Eros, an asteroid or planetary frag- 
ment and it was in this connection 
that he gave his opinion concerning1 
habitation of other planets in the 
solar system. 


"Our work," Dr. Campbell said, 


"proves that Mars is not a cold plan- 
et in the sense it has not life. 


Atmosphere 
as determined on 


Mars are found to be livable. The 
temperature in the middle of 
the 


day is 60 degree above zero Fahren- 
heit. It ranges downward 100 de- 
jrees. The same range exists on our 
planet, but the temperatures 
does 


not drop 100 degrees in a single tfay 
here as it may on Mars." 


Astronomers generally agree now, 


he said, that Mars has some form 
of life. The theory that markings on 
Mars were man-made canals have 
been thrown aside, Dr. Campbell 
said, and instead they are now be- 
lieved to be natural water courses 
lined with foliage. 


"Venus," Dr. Campbell said, "has 


about as good a chance of sustaining- 
life as does Mars. I have seen mark- 
ings there as well."

pending before congress, the natio 
al 
executive 
committee of th 


American legion yesterday indorse 
the principle of immediate cash re 
tirement, on application, of veteran 
compensation certificates. 


The cash value of the certificate 


is approximately 53,500,000,000. Th 
executive committee met at nation 
al headquarters as the result of « 
demand among veterans for cashm 
the certificates and to settle disput 
over the legion's action at the n; 
tional convention at Boston las 
year, -when a resolution favorin0 
payment of 80 per cent of the cer 
tificates was tabled. A preamble t 
the resolution, which -svas adopte 
unanimously, 
stated 
the 
conven 


tion's action was taken because th 
legion "was firmly opposed to in 
itiating such legislation vvithin n 
self." 
It added that since ther 


"such question has been initiate1 
elsewhere." 


The resolution, declared th,e com 


mittee of the opinion that the im 
mediate distribution and circulation 
of funds, 
would at this tune ma 


terially assist in the relief of presen 
distressful economic conditions an 
put new lute into American busmes 
and would... .bring immediate relief 
to the hundreds of thousands of vet 
erans and their dependents -who ar 
in sore distress and dire need." 


However, the committee reaffirm 


ed "as our first and immediate ob 
jective, legislation for the furthe 
relief of the disabled man and hi 
dependents." This was said by com 
mittee members to mean that if set 
tlement of the certificates at thi 
time would hinder proposed legisla 
tion for disabled, the 
organization 


would favor 
delay on the 
bonu 


measure. 


Concluding, the resolution said th1 


committee "indorses the principle o 
immediate cash retirement, on ap 
plication, of the

SPEED KING AIMS 


AT SEGRAVE MARK 


Captain Campbell Will Try 


for 300-mile Pace at Day- 
tona Beach 


BY PAUL HARRISON 


New York — Just for the thrill, 


Captain Malcolm Campbell of ton 
don is spending $150,000 to come to 
this country to ride for five minutes 
in an automobile. 


He vvill be his own chauffeur, too, 


and will bring his own car. All that 
Captain Campbell wants from Am- 
erica is some seven miles of smooth, 
sandy beach at Daytonia, Fla., and 
sufficient police protection to keep 
cunous pedestrians off the route of 
his brief joy-ride. 


The sooner It is all over the bet- 


ter he will be satisfied. 
For not 


only does he have something less 
than an even chance of being alne 
after taking himself for that -ride, 
but if he is successful he will ha\e 
established a new world's record for 
automobile speed. 


Captain Campbell Is the only per- 


son now living who has driven more 
than 200 miles an. hour. But, to cap- 
ture the record he seeks, his Blue- 
bird II must burn the Daytonia 
sands at more than 231.36 miles an 
hour—the rate attained by the late 
Major H. O. D. Sagrave and his 
Golden Arrow. 


These 
desperate races against 


time, involving long, careful prep 
aration and the expenditure of fair- 
sized fortunes, all come under the 
head of sport to the blue-eyed, grim- 
ly smiling Scotchman. "Unlike other 
racing drivers who make their liv- 
ing from such precarious ventures, 
he is a wealthy business man who 
completely finances his own at- 
tempts. 


The attempt will be made, accord- 


Ing to A. A. A. regulations, in both 
directions over a seven-mile strip of 
beach, following a trial run back and 
forth on the course. Three miles 
will be allowed for starting and 
three for stopping, with only the 
Intervening mile to be time in. each 
direction. 


Campbell must sight his wheeled 


projectile a half mile ahead. Since, 
according to psychologists, 
seven- 


tenths of a second are required to 
transmit a thought into action, In 
which time the car would cover 
about 225 feet, he must hold deter- 
minedly on his overhead targets and 
trust to providence and his aids that 
there will be no obstructions 
or 


.rough places "in his path. 


It was an almost invisible bump 


on. a course laid out on an African 
desert that nearly cost Campbell's 
life when he went there with his 
original Bluebird. His spine was 
fractured by the jar, but he held on 
and set a five-mile straightaway 
record that still stands. 


He has been racing since the war 


when, as a captain in the Koyal 
Flying Corps, speed became his 
hobby. Friends who know his mod- 
esty and self-depreciation, declare 
that he hag no though of winning a 
British title similar to the one which 
crowned Segrave's efforts.

The need of accurate 
records 


which reveal the history of a dairy 
herd is becoming more apparent to 
thoughtful dairymen, according to 
Rudy Roseneau, tester 
lor 
the 


newly organized Calumet-co Dairy 
Herd Improvement association. 


Better herd sires and proven sires 


are revealed by a study and com- 
parison of their respective records, 
Mr. Roseneau pointed out. 
Every 


dairyman could be on the road to 
more money through better dairy 
stock were it mot for the setbacks 
often resulting from the selection of 
the wrong herd sire. The potential 
value of a sire depends to a great 
extent on the herd in which he-is 
used. On a herd of ordinary cows 
the use of a good sire will show a 
very large gain to the sire's credit. 
!'When a valuable herd lias been 


developed, however," Mr. Roseneau 
said, "the problem becomes more 
difficult to select a sire which will 
not lower the 
standard. Just be 


cause a sire may be pure bred is 
no assurance that his breeding will 
be desirable. In each of the stand- 
ard breeds of dairy stock are many 
different family strains or lines of 
breeding and some of these crosses 
have proved good while others are 
way off type or production. Many 
a sire has an. alibi for being at the 
head of a herd because his dam 
made a high production- record or 
carried first prize in the show ring. 


•In selecting a sire it is well to 


take into consideration the general 
family rating in order to estimate 
his worth. It is later by the records 
of the tested daughter compared to 
her darn, that a sire is proven. This 
year Dairy Heard Improvement As- 
sociation are trying to get as many 
dam and daughter comparisons as 
possible.

same sire should-be equally good. 


"Plenty of • exercise such as can 


be provided by the modern bull pad- 
dock will keep the sire active and 
will mean added protection for the 
caretaker from casualties so often 
suffered from vicious bulls. 


"Get records and pedigrees; if. the 


sire can not be used in the herd any 
longer, be able to know his worth in 
a trade or sale."
